‘Nobody wants to lose the 
A&E, so have your say’

One carriageway of the busy road will be 
closed for the marchers who will then gather for 
a rally outside The Whittington with speeches 
by campaigners including Wendy Savage of the 
Keep Our NHS Public campaign group. 

Proposals for a rejig of services of hospitals 
and health services across Enfield, Barnet, 
Haringey, Islington and Camden have sparked 
fear and uncertainty, particularly that The 
Whittington’s treasured A&E department may 
be downgraded. 

Services could be lost under four out of seven 
options as part of an NHS cost-cutting shake-up 
and plans are also afoot for a cost-cutting 
merger between The Whittington and the Royal 
Free Hospital in Hampstead. This is of particu¬ 
lar concern to Haringey residents, who have no 
major hospital within their borders. 

Shirley Franklin, joint chairwoman of the 
Defend The Whittington Hospital Coalition, 
urged everyone to take part in the demonstra¬ 
tion. She said: “Nobody wants to lose the A&E 
and if you want to have your say, come on the 
march on Saturday. People are going to be there 
who have never been on a demonstration before 
- it has such a resonance for everybody. 

“We’ve collected at least 10,000 signatures 
and they’re still coming in fast and furious. I’ve 
been gobsmacked with the level of support, 
which is just fantastic. I think people feel this is 
their chance to have their voices heard.” 

The campaign to save health services across 
the North Central London area has gathered 
pace since details were leaked to the press last 


year. There is now likely to be just one major 
acute hospital in the north of the region, so 
either Barnet Hospital or North Middlesex 
Hospital in Edmonton would become a medical 
and surgical emergency hospital. Health bosses 
have admitted this is a deviation from what was 
promised in the Barnet, Enfield and Haringey 
Clinical Strategy, which was signed off only two 
years ago. 

Health bosses say the plans are at an early 
stage and promise a full consultation will take 
place before any decisions are made. 

Organisers of the march had to get clearance 
from senior officers at New Scotland Yard, 
such are the numbers of protesters expected 
on Saturday. 

A spokeswoman for The Whittington Hospital 
said the Magdala Avenue entrance of the hospi¬ 
tal would be closed while the rally was taking 
place for “safety reasons”. 

Ms Franklin added: “Unfortunately, this threat 
is not going to go away. The march isn’t going to 
be like magic - so we have to keep fighting. 

“People are horrified when we tell them 
what’s happening but that is an individual feel¬ 
ing. If you come on the demonstration, you can 
share that will other people. 

“It will be a fun, lively day but most of all it 
will be empowering.” 

Marchers should meet at Highbury Comer at 
noon. Anyone wishing to help out as a steward 
on the day, including handing out petitions and 
explaining more about the campaign, should 
meet at Highbury Fields at 11.15am.

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Council seizes five derelict houses to 
convert to flats for waiting tenants 


EMPTY and derelict properties which 
have been used for squatting, fly tips and 
for dumping cars will be taken over by the 
council to be used for social housing. 

Government officers gave Haringey 
Council the go-ahead this week to buy two 
large houses in Philip Lane which have 
lain vacant for almost ten years. They are 
two of five properties in Haringey which 
have been approved for compulsory 
purchase order action. The others are in 
Carlingford Road, Seaford Road and in 
Tower Gardens - all streets in Tottenham. 
The houses have been vacant for a total of 
45 years and have fallen into various states 
of disrepair despite a pressing need for 
new homes in the borough. 

The council hopes to sell the homes to a 
housing association or at auction and they 
are likely to be converted into flats for 
those waiting on the housing register. 

Councillor John Bevan, cabinet member 
for housing, environment and conservation, 
said: “I’m so very very pleased the 
government has agreed we can take these 
well-known eyesores. 

“They have blighted this neighbourhood 


and been the focal point for anti-social 
behaviour and criminal activity.” 

The council launched a crackdown last 
year on the 3,000 empty homes which lie 
neglected and unused in the borough while 
4,000 desperate families languish on the 
housing list. 

Officers formed a hit-list containing 
scores of long-term empty properties and 
threatened landlords with enforcement 
action as a last resort in the Use Them Or 
Lose Them campaign. 

A three-bedroom house in Tower 
Gardens which has been vacant for 11 
years, despite the council’s attempts at 
action, is among the other properties to 
be compulsorily purchased. 

Another three-bedroom house in Seaford 
Road has been vacant for ten years, having 
been set on fire, housed squatters and 
caused a nuisance to neighbours in the 
meantime. And a neglected two-bedroom 
house in Carlingford Road has fallen into 
disrepair after lying empty for 15 years.

Speed monitors 
issued to police 
officers for Safer 
Neighbourhood 
teams’ crackdown

RECKLESS motorists who race 
around the roads of Haringey come 
against a new line of defence from 
this week as the fight against speeding 
is taken to street level. 

Beat bobbies in Safer Neighbourhood 
teams across the borough will be 
issued with speed cameras in a bid to 
cut the number of deaths and serious 
injuries caused by accidents on 
Haringey’s roads. 

Haringey Police and Haringey 
Council are stepping up their battle 
against careless drivers after there 
were 232 serious accidents in 
Haringey since 2007 - and a stagger¬ 
ing 75 between January and October 
last year alone. 

The first raft of speed guns, which 
are being funded by the council at a 
cost of £2,500 per gun, were handed 
over to officers at Bounds Green SNT 
last week. The new guns will mean 
police across the borough can carry 
out speeding operations on an ad-hoc 
basis, targeting speeding hotspots 
as and when they arise, rather than

having to arrange support from the 
Met Police’s specialist traffic unit. 

Safer Neighbourhood inspector 
John Forde said: “Hopefully these 
guns will remind drivers to keep to the 
speed limit and, where they don’t, we 
will take action. Besides curbing 
speeding, these guns will help us pick 
up people who are committing other 
crimes, such as driving without a 
licence or when disqualified, or 
driving without tax. Road safety is 
clearly a key concern for our commu¬ 
nities and we will be using this new

equipment to continue to tackle the 
issue and educate people about the 
dangers of speeding.” 

Councillor John Bevan, cabinet 
member for housing, environment and 
conservation at the council, hoped the 
new guns would send out a warning to 
motorists getting behind the wheel 
without a second thought for the 
safety of others. 

He said: “Too often we see people 
endangering lives - even near schools 
- through thoughtless and dangerous 
driving. I hope these speed guns will 
make people think twice before 
speeding in Haringey and send a mes¬ 
sage to motorists that when they travel 
in the borough they should stick to the 
speed limit or risk prosecution.” 

The hope is that all officers will 
eventually be trained in how to use the 


guns, catching more of the culprits 
and reassuring concerned neighbours 
that action is being taken. Speeding 
featured among the priorities for six 
of the borough’s 19 SNTs when they 
were last set, though they are due to be 
reviewed in the coming months. 


Drivers caught speeding can expect 
a £60 fine and three penalty points or 
to be hauled before the courts.

Retailer escapes 
death as robbers 
shoot him in neck 

A SHOPKEEPER was shot in the neck 
during an armed robbery in Wood Green. 

The 51-year-old shop worker at Rainbow 
Food And Wines in Green Lanes is thought 
to have been shot by two men who arrived at 
the shop by motorbike on February 17. 

The bike passenger went into the shop and 
demanded money from the shopkeeper who 
refused and was then shot. 

The man left the shop empty-handed and 
drove off southbound along Green Lanes, 
towards Manor House. A second shop- 
worker and a male customer were also in the 
shop at the time but were not hurt. 

The main suspect is described as black, 
about 6ft 3in tall, of thin build and wearing 
a black full-face helmet with darkened visor 
and black jacket. 

Officers currently have no description of 
either the driver or the motorcycle but 
believe the shooting may be linked to a 
second armed robbery in Shoreditch Food 
And Wine in Hackney 20 minutes later. No 
arrests have been made in connection with 
either incident. 

Detective Inspector Matt Carter, of 
Finchley Flying Squad, said: “As a result 
of the initial robbery a man is in hospital 
lucky to be alive. 

“The suspects were extremely ruthless 
and more than willing to use violence as a 
means to an end. I would urgently appeal 
to any witnesses of either incident to 
contact police.”

Ex-trader is a 
saviour of real 
ale as he gets 
brewing back 
in Tottenham 







F ROM staring at spreadsheets in a stuffy 
office to perfecting the fine art of brewing 
been, the last year has been a rollercoaster 
ride for the owner of Tottenham’s new 
Redemption Brewery 

Bored with life as a bond trader, 36-year-old 
Andy Moffat quit his job at Deutsche Bank last 
summer and began to explore the idea of setting 
up a microbrewery. He leased an industrial 
unit in Tottenham and has now been producing 
beer for two months - the golden-coloured 
Redemption Pale Ale and a darker ale with a tan¬ 
talising hint of spiciness called Redemption 
Urban Dusk. 

From working for a huge, multinational corpo¬ 
ration, Andy has had to adjust to going it alone: 
building the equipment single-handedly, shovel¬ 
ling piles of intriguing-smelling malt, hops and 
yeast in and out of the huge steel tanks and then

delivering the finished product 
in purple and pink-branded 
Redemption casks to pubs across London. 

“It’s just so great to be doing something differ¬ 
ent,” he said while showing the Advertiser 
around the brewery in West Road. 

“It’s completely different from working in a 
large firm where help is just a phone call away - 
I can’t just call the IT guy here! The kind of 
brewing I’m doing is part science and part art. 
I’m following the basic science of brewing in the 
same way that big companies do but also being a 
bit touchy-feely and trying new things out. 

“I see it as like buying supermarket fish fin¬ 
gers as opposed to going to eat in a nice restau¬ 
rant. The fishfingers will always be consistent 
and taste exactly the same, whereas if you go into 
a restaurant the food may be slightly inconsistent 
but it will be of a better quality and taste fresher. 
That’s how I see myself in comparison to some of 
the multinational brewers.” 

Andy is hoping to cash in on a resurgence of 
interest in smaller, independent brewers which 
drinkers seem to be turning to rather than more 
bland multinational companies whose beers are 
ten a penny in pubs and bars up and down the 
country. Independent breweries such as Andy’s 
are producing more adventurous beers, often 
offering far more flavour, which are being 
eagerly snapped up by publicans. 

The Redemption Pale Ale has a strength of 3.8 
per cent ABV, a citrus aroma and floral

undertones - even as a non-beer drinker, it tastes 
deliciously summery and refreshing to me. The 
Urban Dusk, which is a touch stronger at 4.6 per 
cent ABV, has a darker, spicy flavour coming 
from the use of pale chocolate malt. 

“At the moment I want to get two beers right,” 
Andy explained. “But I would really like to do 
seasonal beers, which would only be available for 
about three months of the year. 

“People generally like to drink darker beers 
during the winter months and then light, refresh¬ 
ing, zingy beers during the summer, maybe with a 
little bit of citrus. Slight changes to the process can 
make a huge difference to the taste. If you put the 
hops in at the beginning it tastes different to adding 
them at the end. The temperature to which the 
malt is roasted also affects the taste and the colour. 
It’s the same as using herbs or salt in cooking.” 

Girlfriend Sam has kindly donated her spare 
tights to the cause - to catch the spent grains 
instead of letting them go down the drains. “I said 
I would pay for her new ones if she gave me her 
old pairs,” Andy said, though he has now resorted 
to buying bulk packs of Asda’s economy range. 

The spent grains and malt, which get their 
flavour extracted in a huge tank of hot water - 
“like making a giant cup of tea” - are then dug 
into the soil of allotments in Ponders End by 
grateful plot-holders. The brewery also uses 
renewable energy.

The whole brewing process takes about 12 
hours and then the beer is conditioned for up to 
six days in huge holding tanks, which hold a 
staggering 3,000 pints each. Redemption Ale is 
already being sold at London pubs including the 
Prince Albert in Camden, Charles Lamb in 
Islington and Bree Louise in Euston, and Andy 
hopes to target drinking holes nearer to home in 
Haringey in the coming months. 

And he is pleased to have brought a brewery 
back to Tottenham, where the first British lager is 
thought to have been produced. 

“It’s good to bring it back,” he said. “There 
used to be loads of breweries in London but there 
aren’t so many now because the rents are so high. 

“It was great to taste the first beer I produced - 
a really good feeling. I’m not someone who is 
generally very good at making anything so it’s 
nice to make something people can drink and 
really enjoy!”

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Rape witness appeal 


On-the-run rapist is jailed 


POLICE have revealed details of 
another rape in Harringay which took 
place last month - the third sex attack in 
seven weeks. 

Detectives released details of the 
attack after the woman, in her thirties, 
was attacked by a man near Harringay 
Green Lanes station in the early hours of 
Saturday January 9. 

It follows the rape of a woman in her 
twenties in Mattison Road at about 7am 
on December 15 and the robbery and 
rape of a woman in the early hours of 
November 21 last year. 

Though police are keen to stress there 
is no evidence the attacks are linked, the 


fact the rapes happened within a few 
streets near the Harringay Ladder has 
caused concern. Police only revealed 
details of the latest attack last week to 
appeal for information and witnesses to 
come forward. 

The woman was at the Harran restau¬ 
rant in Green Lanes, near the junction 
with Burgoyne Road, after a night out 
socialising. She left the restaurant 
shortly before 2.40am to withdraw 
money from a nearby bank and was 
approached by a man who then assaulted 
her near the station. 

After the attack, she was taken to a 
taxi office near the retail park next to the 


station by a man who offered her his 
coat to keep her warm and also offered 
to pay her cab fare. This happened just 
before 4am. Detectives would like to 
hear from this man and two workmen 
who entered the restaurant while the vic¬ 
tim and her friends were inside. 

The woman is white, aged in her thir¬ 
ties, with shoulder-length brown hair 
and was wearing a dark shirt with white 
cuffs and a dark collar, a dark jumper, 
dark trousers and pink trainers.

A RAPIST who fled to Northern 
Ireland to evade detectives hunting 
him for two attacks committed 13 
years ago has been jailed. 

Dawid Wysocki, 30, also known 
as Andrzej Wysocki or Arthur 
Bryewicz, from Islington, was jailed 
for eight and half years on Friday 
February 12 for his part in two 
sickening rapes in 1996. Wysocki was 
handed the sentence at Wood Green 
Crown Court after admitting raping 
a 24-year-old woman on Watermead 
Way, Tottenham Marshes, on 
September 26 1996. He also pleaded 
guilty to taking part in the gang rape 
of a 17-year-old prostitute four days 
before this attack.

Meanwhile, everything from tools, 
clothes and knick-knacks can be turned into cash at carboot sales. Alternatively, you can give away 
unwanted items to charity shops or through exchange networks like Freecycle and Freegle.

A DOCTOR who is accused of failing to 
spot the signs of Baby Peter’s abuse failed 
to attend a General Medical Council 
hearing charged with misconduct.

She 
missed his injuries after deciding a full 
check-up could not be carried out and Baby 
Peter Connelly died two days later. A post¬ 
mortem found he had several serious injuries 
including a broken back and fractured ribs. 
Dr Al-Zayyat’s counsel said on the first day 
of the hearing on Monday she was suicidal 
and unfit to appear for the hearing.

LET’S pray it’s at least another four 
years before a rom-com-bomb 
as teeth-grindingly dull as this 
comes along. 

Not since Pearl Harbor have I 
heard such open dissension at a 
screening and it says a lot that the 
funniest moment is when a chicken 
has its neck broken. 

Consisting of a series of ghastly 
cliches and stereotypes strung 
together like cheap bunting, it 
deserves to hang the reputations of 
writers Deborah Kaplan and Harry 
Elfont and director Anand Tucker. 

Only the two leads muster enough 
character to prevent this becoming 
the first No Stars for a year, but they 
must surely fire their agents for 
putting themselves up for such 
unrelenting dross.

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av double from the bench gives 
boss Redknapp food for thought 


ROMAN PAVLYUCHENKO has given 
Harry Redknapp “plenty to think about” 
after stepping off the bench to fire a double¬ 
strike at Wigan on Sunday, according to 
Tottenham assistant manager Kevin Bond. 

The wantaway striker scored his first 
league goals of the season in the last five 
minutes to give Spurs a comprehensive 3-0 
win and send them back up into fourth. 

The Russian spoke of his disappointment 
at not being allowed to head back home in 
the transfer window last month after falling 
down the pecking order since Redknapp’s 
arrival last season. 

Pavlyuchenko has made only 32 appear¬ 
ances for the club since moving from 
Spartak Moscow in 2008, scoring just five 
league goals. 

But Bond believes the player could well 
have fought his way back into Redknapp’s 
plans after his two-goal salvo at the 
weekend. 

“Roman has trained really well all week 


and the manager had it in the back of his 
mind to introduce him at some stage,” Bond 
said. 

“He has made a real impact and given the 
manager plenty to think about now.” 

Jermain Defoe, who opened the scoring 
for Spurs in the first half, also backed 
Pavlyuchenko to play a big part in the run-in 
as the season heads into the home stretch. 

“He’s a world-class striker so if we can 
keep him it’s good for the club,” he said. 

“It’s difficult for Pav. It’s important to stay 
professional but at times it’s difficult when 
you’re not playing. I understand because I 
went through a time at Spurs when I wasn’t 
in the team and it’s difficult. 

“He’s a fantastic lad and is still a fantastic 
player. It showed against Leeds when he 
came on - it was a fantastic finish and that’s 
what he’s about.” 

Tottenham face a crunch clash in the race 
for fourth this weekend as they host an 
Everton side in red-hot form on Sunday 
lunchtime, after tonight’s FA Cup fifth 
round replay with Bolton (8pm).
